Troops Dropped by Parachutes °° 
Reported to Have Taken Finn Port 


Soviet Soldiers Said to Have Plutiged From 
Huge Planes to Occupy Petsamo—Town 
of Liinahamari in _ Flames, 


| KIRKENES, Norway, Dec. 1 
(AP).—Russian troops dropped by 
parachutes from huge bombing 
planes were reported to have oc- 
cupied Petsamo, Finland’s chief 
port on the Arctic ocean, today fol- 


and another town in 
flames. 

Violent fighting between the Fin- 
nish and Russian forces was re- 
ported. 

Refugees said the Rif€sians took 
the ancient monastery of Petchen- 
ga, 10 miles south of Petsamo, cut- 
ting off Finnish troops north of 
that point. 

The whole town of Liinahamari, 
in Finland’s corridor to the Arctic 
near the Norwegian border, was in 
flames from repeated raids by 
Soviet bombing planes. 

Try to Stop Refugees. 

War planes also bombed Salmi- 
jervi, which is just across the Pasik 
(Pacific) River from Kirkenes, ap- 
parently trying to stop refugees 
from crossing the frozen river into 
Norway. 

Despite machine gunning from 
low flying airplanes, 600 refugees 
crossed the frontier. 

Crowds of women and children 
were seen on roads leading to the 
border as Soviet planes roared over- 
head. 

The air raids, during the brief 
hours of daylight inside the Arctic 
Circle, continued where they left 
off yesterday. 

Liinahamari is the Arctic Ocean 
terminus of Finland’s Baltic-to- 
Arctic road, known as the “world’s 
northernmost highway.” 

Petsamo and Liinahamari were 
partly razed in the air raids. They 


lie about 65 miles west of the So- 


viet port of Murmansk. Parkina, 
the third town bombed, is on the 
mouth of the Varanger fjord and 
is adjacent to the Norwegian bor- 
der. 


The Russian attack reached the 
Norwegian border also in the bomb 
and machine-gun onslaughts on the 
road running north to Petsamo. 

The machine-gun attacks were 
made on an omnibus running mail 
between Petsamo and Enare, on 
another bus near Nautsi, almost 
on the Norwegian border, on three 
automobiles with passengers near 


‘Petsamo, and on several taxicabs 


further south on the highway. 
Russians Blockade Harbor. 

The Red navy blockaded the Pet- 
samo fjord. A small steamer tried 
to sail from Petsamo to Kirkenes, 
about 50 miles to the west, but was 
halted by Red submarines just out- 
side the fjord and was compelled 
to return. 

The. passengers of the bus at- 
tacked between Petsamo and 
Enare were known to have escaped 
injury by taking refuge in a near- 
by woods. No casualties were re- 
ported immediately in the other 
machine-gun attacks, some of which 
could be seen by Norwegian fron-

After these attacks two groups of 
Finnish planes, with three craft in 
each, appeared in the sky and 
chased the Russian planes south- 
ward.

Some 
sources believed the reply would 
be delayed until Russia had dis- 
posed of the Finnish situation, 

United States Ambassador 
Laurence A, Steinhardt was ex- 
pected back at the Embassy late 
today after a trip to Stockholm 
for dental attention. 

A statement circulated by Tass, 
official news agency, declared that 
the supreme command of the Red 
army ordered the invasion just 
after three attacks by Finnish bor- 
der forces. 

Crossing of Frontier. 

As a result of these “new armed 
provocations”—as Tass put it—Red 
forces crossed the frontier at 8 a. 
m. yesterday (midnight, Wednesday, 
St. Louis time) on the Karelian 
Isthmus and at several other points. 

In connection with its allegation 
of Finnish responsibility for the 
conflict, Tass also said that in the 
first day’s operations - Russian 
forces advanced 10 to 15 kilometers 
(6% to 9% miles) into Finland 
while reconnoitering planes bombed 
airfields at Helsinki and Viipuri 
(Viborg). 

This war news was made public 
following a midnight radio broad- 
cast which gave Russian listeners 
the first official word of the in- 
vasion—a simple statement that 
Red troops had marched into Fin- 
land, 

Thus there was a 16-hour lapse 
between the start of the invasion 
and the first public acknowledge- 
ment in Russia. ? 

Reciting the alleged . “provoca- 
tions” by Finnish troops, the Tass 
communique said that at 2 a. m. 
yesterday “at the village of Ko- 
voina on the northern bank of Lake 
Ladoga a group of Finnish soldiers, 
having crossed the border of the 
U. 8S. 8. R. from the direction of the 
village of Massila, attacked a Red 
army advance post. 

“The Finns were driven back with 
losses to Finnish territory by So- 
viet troops. 

Finnish Infantry Attacks. 

“The same night at 3:15 a. m. 
machine-gun fire opened up on the 
Karelian Isthmus from the direc- 
tion of the village of Reasuly 
(Raasuli) after which a large group 
of Finnish artillery attacked the 
village of Korkiamaki (Korpikyla), 

“The Finns were driven back into 
their territory by a counter attack 
of Soviet troops, with 10 soldiers 
and one non-commissioned officer 
taken prisoner. 

“At 4 a. m. about a company of 
Finnish infantry attempting to at- 
tack a Soviet advance post at the 
village of Termolovo (Terijoki) on 
the Karelian Isthmus was repulsed 
by machine-gun and rifle fire... . 

It was then that the Red army 
command decided to act, according 
to the Tass account. 

“In the direction of Petrozavodsk 
the Red army units reached Lako 
Suojarvi,” the statement continued. 
“On the Karelian Isthmus Red 
army troops occupied the village 
of Metsapirtti, the station of Kuok- 
kala and approached the town of 
Terijoki.”

The President did not preclude 
himgelf from withdrawing. recogni- 
tion or recalling Steinhardt, He 
observed that even the Government 
knew so little about what was ac-} 
tually happening that it was impos- 
sible to map out a definite course.

M:y Change His Plans.. 

Roosevelt indicated the gravity 
of the present situation when he 
said that he might change his plans 
to: attend the Army-Navy football 
game tomorrow and make the sub- 
sequent trip to. Hyde Park. These 
engagements have been scheduled 
for weeks. As yet, he has not de- 
cided to call in congressional lead- 
ers for a formal conference, but he 
has talked things over with them 
informally, he disclosed. The in- 
formal method, he said, has proved 
more effective than formal confer- 
ence, 

In reading his message to the 
assembled reporters, the President 
emphasized such words as “pro- 
found shock,” “tragic,” “unanimous- 
ly condemn.” And the “long, hon- 
orable and wholly peaceful record” 
of the Finns. Usually after a White 
House statement is read, the re- 
porters immediately begin their 
questions. In this instance, there 
was an interval of several seconds 
before the President was asked for 
additional information. 

In his message to the Russian 
and Finnish governments—which 
read almost word for word like his 
previous appeal to Germany and 
the Allies—the President asked both 
countries to avoid a resort to the 
“inhuman barbarism” of aerial at- 
tacks on civilian centers. 


Text of Appeal. 


The President, in his note, said: 

“The ruthless bombing from the 
air of civilians in unfortified cen- 
ters of population during the course 
of hostilities which have raged in 
various quarters of the earth dur- 
ing the past few years—which has 
resulted in the maiming and in the 
death of thousands of defenseless 
men, women and children—has sick- 
ened the hearts of every civilized 
man and woman, and has profound- 
ly shocked the conscience of. hu- 
manity. 

“If resort is had to this form of 
inhuman barbarism during the pe- 
riod of the txagic conflagration 
with which the world is now con- 
fronted, hundreds of thousands of 
innocent human beings who are not 
even remotely participating in hos- 
tilities will lose their lives, 

“I am therefore addressing this 
appeal to the Soviet Government 
(Finnish Government in the mes- 
sage to. Helsinki), as I have to gov- 
ernments which have been engaged 
in general hostilities, publicly to af- 
firm its determination that its, 
armed forces shall in no event, 
and under no circumstances, under- 
take the bombardment from the air 
of civilian populations or of unforti- 
fied cities, upon the understanding 
that these same rules-of warfare 
will be scrupulously observed by 
all of their opponents. 

“T request an immediate reply.”

(AP).—A Harvard historian who is 
retracing the voyages of Columbus 
has sailed back over the route of 
1492 to find things in a “pitiable” 
state in the country from which 
the discoverer departed. 

“Spanish loyalists whose only 
crime was to be on the losing side 
are being executed daily,” Prof. 
Samuel E. Morison informed the 
Harvard Alumni Bulletin in a let- 
ter from Casablanca, Morocco, dat- 
ed Nov. 9. 

“The state of Spain is pitiable. 
No eggs, milk, meat or oil avail- 
able. In Seville, once the mart of 
the New World, there is no coffee 
and little sugar. Whenever the 
Capitana (The expedition’s 140- 
foot ketch) lay alongside a dock, 
a breadline of hungry children 
waited for our leavings.” 

Morison said he was unable to 
view the audience -hamber in the 
Alcazar at Cordova where King 
Ferdinand and Queen Isabella first 
received Columbus, because “it is 
now the dwelling place of some 
1200 republican prisoners.” 

On the other hand, he wrote that 
Mr. and Mrs. Paul Hammond, 
members of the expedition, found, 
in the cellar of the royal palace in 
drid, the only known contempo- 


rary portrait of Columbus.

An opinion that fire hazards in 
the public schools “call for a long- 
rance program extending over a 
considerable period of time, per- 


haps years,” was expressed by the ; 
September term grand jury today|- 


fn its final report to Circuit Judge 
James E. Mclaughlin. Henry F. 
Hafner, retired, 24 Windermere 
piace, was foreman.

and Prosecuting Attorney James P.| 
Finnegan in regard to removal of 
hazards, but was handicapped by 
lack of funds for inclosing interior 
étairways and installing fire-resis- 
tive floors, ceilings and roofs. 


Recommendations by the Fire 
Department and the Prosecuting | 
Attorney which did not require 
large expenditures already have 
been carried out to a substantial 
extent, the jury found. These steps, 
the report stated, 
terial improvements and remedy 
substantial defects.” 

“We find that the officers of the 
School Board have been working 
in harmony with the Prosecuting 
Attorney in an honest effort to 
eliminate as far as possible the 
hazards complained of,” the report 
continued, “and that the minor al- 
terations and changes mentioned 
will be supplemented by others of 
the same class and character as 
fast as the Building Commissioner 
and his staff can get through the 
necessary requisitions and have 
the work done. 

“As to th? major alterations in 
question — affecting roofs, floors, 
ceilings and stairways-—we are ad- 
vised by all parties whom we have 
examined that the question is not 
one of desirability, but rather one of 
financial ability on the part of the 
School Board. 

“The president of the School 
Board drew our attention to the 
fact that the board is now operat- 
ing under greatlly reduced revenue 
due to decrease in income from tax 
sources and due also to the neces- 
sity of caring for a greatly in- 
creased plant.” 

Citing the estimate of the School 
Board officers that the major alter- 
ations requested by Finnegan at 
22 schools would cost abotit $150,000, 
the report added: “To transfer 
such a sum from any other depart- 
ment to the building department 
under the present budget would 
necessarily result in seriously crip- 
pling either the teaching force or 
the administrative branches of the 
board’s work. 

“However, we are informed that 
the school board will make every 
possible effort to meet the situation,

LTHOUGH the Japanese are 
A resitating and many are strong: 

ly opposed, there are indica- 
tions that influential Japanese are 
much tempted by the idea of an 
agreement, like Hitler’s, with Soviet 
Russia, 


On the short view, the idea must 
be very alluring. For an arrange- 
ment with Russia to divide China 
might enable the Japanese to end 
the interminable and unprofitable 
war while they are still in posses- 
sion of the occupied areas. 


A partnership in aggression un- 
der the fancy name of a “non- 
aggression pact” would temporarily 
relieve the Russian threat on the 
Manchurian border and from Vla- 
divostok. This would bring within 
the realm of the practical possibil- 
ities an advance against the rich 
colonies of Southeast Asia, that is 
to say, The Netherlands’ Indies, 
French Indo-China, British Malaya 
and the Philippines. 


It is impossible to say how close 
the Japanese are to the making of 
a Russian agreement of this kind, 
but they may be as close to it as 
was Hitler to his Russian agree- 
ment in April or May of this year. 

Should such an agreement be con- 
summated, the consequences would 
be far-reaching and exceedingly 
grave. For while today there are 
two localized and stagnant wars, 
one in China, the other on the sea 
land land frontiers of Germany, a 
Russo-Japanese-German agreement 
would unite the two local wars into 
a world war.

To Arm Is Defect of Democracy

EFORE the present conflict 
B began there were warnings 

from numerous sources that 
another general European war 
would mean the downfall of civili- 
zation—a descent. intc a new bar- 
barism. After it started, it seemed 
that these gloomy predictions were 
not to be fulfilled.. There was none 
of the mass bombing of cities that 


had been expected. The slaughter 
of thousands of civilians was con- 
spicuous by its absence. Even un- 
happy Poland was conquered s0 
rapidly and efficiently that it is 
doubtful whether the non-military 


population suffered as much as that} 
of Virginia during our Civil War}; 


or Cuba in the Spanish War, 


Yet the attack of the Commun- 
ists on harmless and peaceable 
little Finland makes it clear that 
in at least one respect the clock 
has been turned back to the Middle 
Ages. At least one of the ideals 
for which we fought in 1917 has 
disappeared from the face of the 
earth. 


Small nations no longer have any| 
rights. It is impossible for a small 
nation to exist as a democracy. 


While the aggressors were Ger- 
many against the Czechs and Italy 
against Albania it was possible to 
maintain: that the fault lay with 
Fascist philosophy. It could still 
be claimed that when Fascism had 
been banished there would disap- 
pear with it those attacks on 
smaller powers. But when Russia, 
declaring itself dedicated to a new 
and wider democracy, claiming the 
championship of the oppressed, 
launched its bombers over Finland 
in a program of downright im- 
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perialist conquest, !t becomes clear 
that the shoe is on the other foot. 
The fault lies with the small 
democracies themselves—with the 
whole system of democracy as a 
method of life and political organ- 
ization for small countries. As 
such it has proved a failure in 
Austria, Czecho-Slovakia, partly in 
Poland and now wholly in Finland. 
It would not be surprising to see 
these countries followed into the 
discard by the other small democra- 
cies of Norway, Sweden, Belgium 


and Holland. 

It is the tragedy of democracy 
that it is proving a failure among 
these small countries not because 
of any inherent defects as a way 
of life. It is failing because of de- 
fects as a scheme of military or- 
ganization, because democracy in 
small nations cannot or will not 
provide the means to defend it- 
self. 


Military thinkers ever since the 
days of Clausewitz have been ex- 
amining the characteristics of dem- 
ocracies in war, and these charac- 
teristics have now been well worked 
out. Since the taxing power of a 
democracy is ultimately in the 
hands of the people to be taxed,

Poll of 50 Washington Writers Shows How

WASHINTON, Dec. 1, 

F any evidence were. needed of 
the utterly unpredictable nature 
f the next presidential campaign, 
it is supplied by the results obtained 
by the magazine Newsweek in its 
second poll of 50 representative 
Washington newspaper correspond- 
ents on the probable nominees. At 
a comparable pre-convention stage, 
there has never. within memory 
been such a state of uncertainty as 
to the two parties’ national tickets 
as there is today. With the party 
high commands in a sort of sit- 
down down strike against each 
other, each trying to maneuver the 
other into making the first choice 
of nominees, it is not even known 
whether the nominating conven- 
tions will be held in the customary 
period around the end of June and 
the first of July. <A considerably 
later date for both of them is pos- 
sible. 


As to the candidates, the truth is 
—and nobody is better aware of it 
than the newspaper writers them- 
selves—that all polls and prophe- 
cies, “expert” and otherwise, need 
to be taken with a good deal more 
than the usual grain of salt. I was 
about to fall into the other cliche 
and say they are not worth the 
‘paper they are written on, but that 
would not be strictly accurate. Polls 
like that of Newsweek have a 
certain value, I suppose, in ex- 
hibiting trends of thought at a 
given moment; they have also the 
considerable merit, like any good 
parlor game, of being interesting.

Thus it is interesting to read that 
whereas only 22 per cent of the 
“experts”—the word is Newsweek's 
and not mine—picked Mr. Roose- 
velt last April as the likeliest Dem- 
ocratic nominee, 50 per cent now 
give him this rating.

It sells for $7.15 retail and has been 
purchased at the West Frankfort plant as low as 
$3.25 wholesale. 

In casting about for a fuel adapted to the needs 
of St. Louis, this newspaper saw in Carbonite-Sola- 
rite a possible medium by which a beginning may 
be made toward realizing the principle outlined at 
the outset of this articie.

Czecho-Slovakia throws acid at German 
soldiers. Members of the Reich's armed 
forces appear only in groups, as on the 
battlefield.

In the Skoda Works of 
Pilsen, Germans have replaced most of the 
Czech workers, yet the huge plants are 
haunted.

Underground, Czecho-Slovakia is building 
up an army under the command of Gen. Lev 
Prehala. Again the Czechs are to fight on 
the side of the French and English, as they 
did a quarter-century ago. Again they are 
to have their Czecho-Slovak Legions, such 
as the one which smashed its way across 
Siberia after Russia had gone Bolshevist. 
How does this shadow government com- 
municate with underground Czecho-Slo- 
vakia?

The Czech press 
receives its instructions from Dr. Goebbels, 
and it must obey. But Czechs have learned 
to read between the lines. The Protecto- 
rate has been turned into a concentration 
camp by its German masters, and no jail 
has perfected such an amazing system of

Everywhere I found traces of brewing re- 
volt. But how about the Slovak’ part of 
the former free Republic? 

Slovakia under the Czech Republic was 
poor, but not poverty-stricken. Today Slo- 
vakia is bankrupt. The little she has must 
be sold to the Germans, who pay with “pro- 
tection,” promises and trumpets. The Reich 
has squeezed her dry, 

Nominally, Slovakia is independent. Why 
the inarticulate Slovaks should be given the 
independence denied to articulate Czechs 
remains a mystery. Yet in Slovakia I saw 
German troops everywhere. The Gestapo 
was as much at home as in the Protecto- 
rate. Anyone criticising the Fuehrer was 
taken into a concentration camp by the 
Germans themselves, without the formality 
of Slovak intervention. The former Masa- 
ryk Square of the capital, Bratislava, is 
now Adolf Hitler Square. The German 
party rules the country, although Germans 
form less than 5 per cent of her population 
of 2,800,000, . 

Sabotage is also rampant in Slovakia. 
The Skoda plants have suffered much from 
mysterious blAck-hands. A Slovak regi- 
ment mutinied against the German com- 
mand, was surrounded by Reich troops, 
and would have been severely punished but 
for the intervention of Gen. Csatlos, nom- 
inal chief of the Slovak armed forces. The 
Catholics of Slovakia, who did not relish 
the Czechs’ national Catholic movement 
during the heyday of the Republic, are no 
longer opposed to resumption of the pre- 
Hitler co-operation with Western 
Slovakia. 

The Third Reich's ruthless rule has 
brought Czechs and Slovaks closer together 
than they had ever been before. Under- 
ground Czecho-Slovakia counts on the Slo- 
vaks to stand with the Czechs when the day 
of open revolt dawns. Both groups appear 
ready to take full advantage of Germany's 
preoccupation with other problems,

RANKLY, it is a bit difficult to find a 
F pat classification for “The Living Tra- 
dition” (Doubleday Doran Co., New York) 
that Simeon Strunsky, conductor of the 
“Topics of the Times” column on the New 
York Times editorial page, has just writ- 
ten. It is a 450-page argument against those 
who insist that we are living in a revolu 
tionary age, that already everything he 
changed beyond recognition. 

Quite to the contrary, Mr. Strunsky i» 
sists that he can still clearly recognize horse 
and-buggy America. There have been 
changes enough, he admits, but they are not 
as great as some would like to paint them. 

For example, we are elated or depressed— 
depending on our point of view—by the 
large number of women in business, or the 
small number of children in the modern 
family. In 1880, there were 15 working 
women in every 100; in 1930, there were 
In 1890, the average family consisted of 4 
persons, In 1930 there were four. These dif- 
ferences have their important implications, 
but they are not “revolutionary.” 

To demonstrate this thesis, Mr: Strunsky 
has taken all of America for his subject 
matter. He has chapters on women, chik 
dren, health, business, workers, machines, 
farmers, cities, the press, war and depre> 
sion—to mention some at random. History, 
political theory, statistics—everything that 
can be of help has been brought into play. 

Very obviously, this is an editorial writ 
er’s work, done with an editorial writers 
technique. So, necessarily, its pages are 


studded with opinions—some of them more 


than a little unorthodox. 

A case in point is the chapter on war, and 
ane of particular interest just now. Mr. 
Strunsky is facile—almost glib—in assert’ 
ing that this country has participated in 
every world war since colonial times (ac 
tually, his first example is the French and 
Indian wars) and that it will inevitably tak 
an active part in any and every major 
Today such a war is being fought in Europ¢ 
And there are those who insist, despite Mr. 
Strunsky, that Ameritan participation is not 
inevitable, E. K.

Total of 735,768 Tons of 
Allied and Neutral Ship- 
ping Sent to Bottom 
Since War Began. 


RERLIN, Dec. 1 (AP).—DNB, 
official German news agency, re- 
ported today that from the begin- 
ning of the war to Nov. 28, 194 
vessels, totaling 735,768 tons—both 
Allied and neutral—headed for 
Great Britain, had been sunk by 
German submarines or mines. 

DNB said the sinking of 162 
ships—52 of them neutral—totaling 
639.689 tons was confirmed by Ger- 
man reports. Non-German sources, 
the agency said, disclosed an addi- 
tional 32 ships of 96,079 tons total, 
half of them neutral, representing 
39,321 tons. 

The statement listed 150,867 tons 
of shipping as tankers and said the 
average was 7500 tons per ship—in 
other words, about 20 tankers. 

DNB insisted the total losses 
must be considerably larger, how- | 
ever, charging that the British Ad-| 
miralty had not published all 
lasses, especially those along the 
British coast. 

Authorized sources declined to 
comment further on the Soviet 
Russian-Finnish situation. They 
said yesterday that Germany was 
“sympathetic to Russia.”

Change in Situation. 


to make even small nations form- 
idable under the conditions of 
the eighteenth and nineteenth cen- 
turies, when it took four weeks 
to sail from England to Gibraltar 
and armies had to march—that is, 
walk—across Europe. At the same 
time any man with a gun and the 
knowledge of how to shoot it was 
instantly .a soldier. At King’s 
Mountain one of the greatest vic- 
tories of the American Revolu- 
tion was gained by farmers who 
took their rifles from over the 
fireplaces in the morning and next 
day went back to their crops, 


The development of mechanical 
warfare has changed everything. It 
prohibits another Kings Mountain 
and reduces the armed citizen to a 
bandit. By increasing the power 
and, above all, the complexity of 
modern weapons, it arms military 
dictatorship and strikes the de- 
fenses from the hands of de- 
mocracy. Only dictatorship can 
and will withdraw from useful oc- 
cupations large numbers of citizens 
to give them the long and elaborate 
training that fits them to handle 
complex modern weapons. Only dic- 
tatorship can lower the standard of 
living in a country and throw the 
funds thus gained into the expen- 
sive equipment which mechanical 
war demands. 


Finns Get Some Time. 


Mechanical war has also made 
the blitzkrieg possible. The de- 
struction of Czecho-Slovakia, though 
it was a “white war,” is a good 
example. Before the little Czech 
democracy could find allies, before 
it could mobilize its troops, before 
it could even mobilize the public 
opinion on that point of angry de- 
termination without which de- 
mocracies will not fight, the fight- 
ing was all over. Finland has been 
granted time for the mobilization 
of public opinion and for some 
mobilization of troops. The strug- 
gle will be harder there. But its 
ultimate result is not likely to be 
much different from the case of the 
Czechs, save that some hundreds of 
thonsands of Finns will be bar- 
barously killed, where their Czech 
parallels were merely dragged off 
to a kind of slavery in concentra- 
tion camps. 

The English and French democ- 
racies have escaped the same fate 
only through mere bulk. These 
larger democracies, though in pro- 
portion to their wealth and popula- 
tion they have put forth no more 
effort than the smaller countries, 
have managed to set up better de- 
fenses by the mere quantity of their 
effort. But even in their case the 
issue hangs in the talance. They 
will hardly be at taeir strongest 
before another year has passed. The 
fact that we do not hear of daily 
desperate battles should not be al- 
lowed to conceal the other fact that 
the Nazi war machine is moving 
very fast at least against England. 

Meanwhile, the invasion of Fin- 
land clearly marks the end of small 
democracies in Europe—perhaps in 
‘the world. Henceforth, until the 
means of cheap defense against me- 
chanical war, especially from the 
air, can be found, small nations can

The front is narrow, and 
will doubtless be stoutly held; in 
the World War, usually mere piling 
up of numbers on a narrow front 
did little more than increase the 
attacker’s casualties. In this case, 
however, as with the Germans in 
Poland, the Russians will have the 
tremendous advantage of over- 
whelming air superiority. Whether 
they will and can employ it as ef- 
fectively as did the Germans will 
be another question, the answer 
to which will be awaited with in- 
terest by the general staffs of Eu- 
rope and of Japan. 


In a -wider sense, the Russian 
move on Finland may well mark a 
reorientation of Russian policy, 
a return to the old military im- 
perialism of the Czars, an abandon- 
ment of the political objectives of 
the world. revolution of the prole- 
tariat, or at least a lessening of the 
world-wide scope of such activi- 
ties. For it can. hardly have escaped 
the Russian leaders that in attack- 
ing Finland they are assuredly de- 
stroying the last vestige of Ameri- 
can sympathy with Communist 
aims and are signing the death 
warrant of the Communist party, 
both here and perhaps in other 
lands.

Joseph P. Martin told the jury try- 
ing Buchalter on charges of con- 
gpiracy to violate the narcotics 
lsws that the syndicate used at- 
tractive young women as agents 
to smuggle in the contraband. 

Each woman was chosen for her 
eharm and personality, Martin said, 
and received $2000 plus expenses 
to make the trip to Europe and 
bring back trunks loaded with 
heroin, cocaine, opium and other 
parcotics. The trunks were passed 
by bribed customs officials, the 
prosecutor charged. 

The Government portrayed Buch- 
aiter as a cautious “big shot,” at 
first doubtful about entering the 
gvndicate but, once in, demanded 
60 per cent of the profits, later 
agreeing to take only 50 per cent 
for his aid and influence. 

Martin said the syndicate oper- 
ated in 1935-1936 in Mexico, Japan, 
China, France, Italy, Denmark and 


such American ports as New York, 
San Francisco and Seattle. 

Defense’ Counsel William WwW. 
Kleinman said he would show from 
the “very lips of the Government 
witnesses” that Buchalter had not 
entered into the conspiracy. Kliein- 
man said his client was not con- 
fronted by actual evidence but by 
a “tremendous atmosphere, a 
myth,” built up about him. 

Thirty persons have been indict- 
ed during the Federal inquiry.

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Wallace Discusses New Version | 


Of Agricultural Processing Tax 


Certificate Plan Under Consideration, Secre- 
tary Says, Expressing Hope for 
Co-operation of Processors. 


OKLAHOMA CITY, Ok. Dec. 1 
(AP).—Secretary of Agriculture 
Wallace suggested yesterday that a 
continuing source of revenue for 
farm benefits might be found in a 
“modern version of the processing 
tax.” 

In a radio speech Wallace said: 

“Among the plans under discus- 
sion is the so-called certificate plan. 
Under this proposal farmers 
woud get production certificates. 
Processors of cotton, for example, 
would be required to buy these cer- 
tificates in order to sell their goods. 

“The certificates would be equal 
in value to a certain number of 
cents per pound or bushel. The 
growers would sell their certifi- 
cates to the processor, either di- 
rectly or in a pool.” 

“IT am hopeful the processors will 
co-operate with us,” he added. 
“Among the processors are many 
able and progressive men. If they 
can be persuaded that we are right 
—and I believe they can—they will 
go along with us. But die hards 
might as well abandon the idea that 
American farmers are willing to 


continue to exploit themselves, their 
families and their land te grow 
cheap farm products.” 

Wallace urged Southern farmers 
to approve the marketing quotas for 
the 1940 cotton crop. Some 2,500,- 
000 growers will vote on this pro- 
posal Dec. 9. 

“Since 1932 the Triple A cotton 
programs have been the prop that 
has prevented another collapse in 
(cotton prices) in the South. 

“In voting Dec. 9, cotton produe- 
ers should keep a few essentials in 
mind. . 

“First, the world carryover 
American cotton on Aug. 1 was one 
of the largest ever known. Second, 
the world supply of all cotton for 
this year is nearly 50,000,000 bales, 
one of the largest on record. 

“Third, the war is not likely to 
increase world consumption of 
American cotton, although better 
business may increase cotton con- 
sumption in the United States. 
Fourth, the Triple A program can 
be used to increase the production 
of cotton if and when that becomes 
necessary.”

Lack of Physical Education 
School Handicaps Chicago U. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 1 (AP).—Can the University of Chicago, which has 
not won a Big Ten game in three seasons, absorb another gridiron beat- 
ing such as the merciless one taken by the Maroons this fall and still 


remain in major college football? 


The answer, supplied by inquiry 
on the campus, apparently is an 
emphatic “no.” 

After the close of a campaign in 
which the Maroons scored only 37 
points to 308 by opponents, the. Uni- 
versity now ig pondering these al- 
ternatives: 


1. Drop football completely. 
2. Make a determined effort to 
lighten the schedule so that, with- 
in four years, only one Big Ten 
team would be met.. 3. Make no 
changé in policy and the hope that 
teams will improve and regain, in 
some measure, the gridiron ranking 
that was Chicago’s in the days 
when it produced some of the 
finest teams and stars in the na- 
tion. 

Right now Chicago is on a 
“schedule spot.” For several years 
President Robert M,. Hutchins and 
hig aids have tried to lighten the 
gridiron schedule, but in 1940, when 
the Maroons had hoped for a com- 
paratively easy program, they col- 
lide with these major foes: Purdue, 
Michigan, Ohio State, Virginia and 
Brown. 

There are two important finan- 
cial angles in the problem. Some 


influential alumni are convinced 
Chicago’s showing this fall won't 
be any help in the school’s annual 
drive for funds. Many alumni be- 
lieve a concerted effort should be 
made to obtain good players and 
ure opposed to lightening the 
schedulé—>referriny to take the 
bumps rather than play small 
schools. 

Again, strong-drawing Big Ten 
teams can’t be blamed if they shy 
from playing Chicago at Stagg 
Field with its empty stands. Ohio 
State lost $400 playing here this 
fall—when the Buckeyes might 
have been taking a cut of $20,000 
or so playing elsewhere. 

Chicago is handicapped in its 
football battle with other Big Ten 
schools principally because it is 
the only conference institution 
without a physical education school 
—and more than 50 per cent of 
major sport .thletes make coach- 
ing their life's work; and because 
Chicago has become generally 
known as a scholastically “tough” 
school of a graduate type—even 
th ~-h there are 300 more under- 
graduates on the campus than 
graduates.

HOME-RUN HITTING fell 
off last year in the majors. Fif- 
teen 20-home-run hitters of 1938 
in the American League dwin- 
dled to 12 in 1939; the grand to- 
tals of the leaders also fell off. 

The high single total fell away 
some 23 homers, as compared 
with Hank Greenberg's 58 made 
in 1938. “ 


Jimmy Foxx in 1938 hit 15 
more home runs than in 1939. 
Probably you ask why. Of course 
that old baseball, which has 
been derabitted for long-dis- 
tance hitting purposes, explains 
it. 


The diminution of four-base 
belting s« -s to have suited 
the magnates for this time 
there is no commotion looking 
toward changing the baseball 
make up. 

Last year the American League 
accepted the National League 
reduction in the official base- 
ball’s livelinéss, with the result 
noted above. 

Major league baseball prob- 
ably will let the ball alone for 
some time to come. About the 
only step remaining is to stand- 
ardize the baseball used in majors 
and minors, and do away with the 
false records set up in some 
smaller organizations.

AMONG THE HOME-RUN 
hitters to crash into the 20 or 
better class this year was George 
McQuinn of the Browns. Mc- 
Quinn stands for the only piece 
of luck that has come to this 
club in years. He is a real honey 
and his 20 homers represent 
only a small part of his value to 
his team. 

, The other 11 p.ayers of the 
American League to break into 
the 20 or more home-run class 
were: Foxx 25, Greenberg 33 
(a falling off of 25 home runs 
in a season), Williams 31, Di- 
Maggio 30, Grrdon 28, Trosky

Decades ago when home runs 
were as rare as humming birds’ 
teeth 20 homers was a record. It 
was set by Frank Schulte of the 
Cubs and for a _ while they 
couldn’t pass it. After the war 
they gave the old baseball a shot 
in the seams. Averages began 
to climb into the .400 class as re- 
corded by Sisler. 

The big batting push began 
about 1920 when Sisler hit .407 
and next year Heilmann of De- 
troit batted .394 and Hornsby 
397 in the National and in 1922 
the peak pretty nearly was 
reached. That year Hornsby 
batted 401 and his rival for the 
leadership, Sisler, hit .420 while 
Ty Cobb almost tied with him 
at a vulgar fraction of a point 
less. That was the year Sisler 
was awarded the first official 
“Most Valuable Player Trophy” 
and it was the year before he 
lost the use of his eyes. 


That jackrabbit ball continued 
in use, however, and next year it 
was Heilmann whbd hit over .400 
and in 1924 Rogers Hornsby set 
ate modern batting record of 
424. 


Only once since that date has 
a player reached the .400 level 
and that was achieved by Bill 
Terry in 1930 with a mark of 
A401. 

The gradual reduction in the 
resiliency of the official baseball 
has seen batting figures slump 
considerably. If stabilized at its 
current elasticity, there is little 
chance that the records 15 years 
ago will ever be surpassed.

“Wwe have the same situation, 
however, with many other admin- 
istrative boards,.such as the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission and 
the Federal Trade Commission. But 
none of the other administrative 
agencies deals with situations so 
wrought with class antagonisms 


land so intimately involving human 


relationships as does the Labor 
Board. 

“Furthermore, in.the case of 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion and the Federal Trade Com- 
mission, no discrimination is made 
between parties. Any aggrieved 
party ‘may seek redress before 
these commissions, even the gen- 
eral public. Under the National 
Labor Relations Act, you have a 
board created apparently to pro- 
tect labor alone against certain un- 
fair labor practices by employers. 

“It is no answer to say that em- 
ployers have ample protection un- 
der locah law. If the act aims at 
peacef labor relations, then it 
should make provisions for set- 
tling whole controversies in one 
proceeding, with the richts of all 
parties considered and * adjusted. 

“T believe it would: be a serious 
mistake on the part of business 
to demand the outright repeal of 
the Labor Act. There is too much 
good in the act to have it thrown 
out completely. The right to self- 
organization and to bargain col- 
lectively are absolutely essential to 
labor under our modern complex 
industrial system. The sooner busi- 
ness admits this fact and accords 
the right to labor, the sooner will 
we come to a more general condi- 
tion of industrial peace and pros-

Then push lips 
as far forward as possible in a 
small oval shape. Retain this tense 
pose for about five seconds. Re- 
lax. 

Exercise 4: Reverse Exercise 3 
beginning with lips pushed forward 
and pull them back into wide, 
closed smile, Repeat once, 

Exercise 5: Keep mouth closed 
and lips in a_ horizontal ‘line 
throughout this exercise. With face 
muscles tense contract and relax 
cheekbone muscles. Repeat this 
contracting and relaxing several 
times. If correctly performed the 
upper cheek muscles will move up 
and down, Relax for a few seconds. 
Repeat once. 

Exercise 6: Tense face muscles, 
lifting cheek muscle as high as 
possible. Keeping mouth closed, 
force pressure against your cheeks 
and lips from the inside and 
quickly relax. In this exercise 
cheeks will tend to round out as 
if you were blowing a horn but 
you should exert enough muscular 
resistance to keep the roundness 
somewhat in check. Repeat three 
times. Do not hold your breath for 
more than two or three seconds.

West opened the spade king and, 
when East played the three spot 
shifted immediately to the nine uf 
hearts. This was excellent defense 
on West's part, but unfortunately 
East failed to co-operate. He went 
right up with the heart ace and, 
after that, there was no possible 
chance to defeat the four dia- 
mond contract. Actually East re- 
turned a spade (not that any other 
return would have made a differ- 
ence), declarer ruffed, drew trumps 
in two leads, then laid down the 
face and a low club. West won with 
the king and declarer claimed the 
balance. He could easily throw 
his losing heart on one of dum- 
my’s clubs. 

It will be observed that if West 
had attempted to cash two rounds 
of spades at the outset the de- 
fense would have blown up then 
and there, that is, declarer would 
have ruffed, drawn trumps, and 
established clubs before losing his 
heart control. But, after West's 
good shift to the heart nine, de 
feat of the contract would have 
been inevitable if East had used 
his head a bit. Several facts should 
have been apparent. One, that in 
view of West’s spade rebid, there 
was a distinct chance that he held 
a seven card suit, in which case 
only one spade trick would be avai!- 
able to the defenders. Second, and 
most important, if declarer had 
three hearts and West only two, it 
would be vital to knock out declar- 
er’s heart stopper immediately in 
order to leave a heart in West's 
hand for communication purposes 
after his presumable club stopper 
was removed. From East's point 
of view it did not matter whether 
West had the club ace or the club 
king. Surely he could not have 
both, in view of the bidding. More- 
over, there was no chance that 
South might have the heart king 
blank because, in that case, West 
would have had four and would 
have led his fourth highest. Thus, 
all these facts considered, the prop- 
er play for East, at the second 
trick, was the heart eight or ten. 
At any rate, not the ace. South's 
king would have been knocked out 
immediately and later, when West 
regained the lead with his club 


remaining heart and East would 
cash the ace and queen for the 
defeat of the contract.

BOOKSHELF 


O man is worth his salt who 
cannot build bookshelves. Such 
action delights a wife, for it 
proves she has a practical husband; 
and it delights a husband because 
he can collar friends and say, “Oh, 
I want you to see the bookshelves 
I built.” 


A bookshelf is simply two upright 
boards with horizontal boards be- 
tween them. Their construction en- 
tails merely taking a few measure- 
ments, sawing a few boards and 
nailing a few nails. 


The only precautions to be taken 
are to measure so that the shelves 
will not be too broad for the space 
or too narrow for the space; that 
one upright will not be higher than 
the other upright; that the horizon- 
tal boards will be horizontal, and 
not tilted at an angle of 45 degrees: 
That when you saw the boards 
you say. them in a straight line, 
and that you do not saw them too 
short or too long; that when you 
nail the nails, you nail them 
straight, and do not bend them 
while you are nailing them, and 
they do not split the boards or 
stick out so that you will gash
